Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


For the first time in many years the middle of June sees the 
Baltimore packers with next to nothing to do. When one 
stops to consider that the pea crop was only about one-quarter 
of an average and really was less than that, from the fact that 
where packers have a capacity of 3,000 bushels per day and 
they only got about 500 bushels, it can be seen that it was con- 
siderably less than one-quarter of their average capacity. Now, 
this same thing applies to all lines of small fruits and berries, 
etc., and not only is this the case in Baltimore on peas, but the 
crops are short in the other pea-packing sections. Indiana, it is 
said, will have only about 40%, New York expects a fair crop; 
Michigan, Ohio and Illinois will also be short, consequently it 
is no wonder that packers are stiffening up on their prices. 
The continued hot, dry spell that this section has haa for some 
weeks now threatens the corn, tomato and peach crop, and we 
are badly in need of rain, so as to insure even 75% of a nor- 
mal crop. 

Tomatoes are showing a slight advance of about 2%%c. per 
dozen on full standards, and we would not be the least bit sur- 
prised to see futures bringing 80c. before the new pack opens, 
so it will be a pretty fair gamble to wager that 85c. will be 
about the average price for No. 3 standards from July 15 to 
January 1. Personally, we think this would be the best thing 
for all concerned, as it will allow the consumer to buy these 
goods anywhere from 8c. to roc. per can, and on account of the 
high price of meats and other articles, this would be a decided 
benefit to consumer, as well as producer, as it would mean a 
decided increase in the consumption. The prices that prevailed 
in 1907 on all lines of canned goods, with the exception of corn, 
cannot be expected to prevail again for some years, and the 


- fallacy of too high prices was thoroughly shown when the finan- 


cial break came, as many packers of apples will certainly agree. 
The reason for this being that when such high prices prevail the 
canners seem to lose their heads and are not satisfied with a 
good profit, but hold out for an extortionate profit. And when 
a slump comes and they drop to normal prices, it gives everyone 
a fit of the blues. 

Every indication points at the present time to a very large 
peach crop throughout the country, and if such is the case, 
there will probably be one of the largest packs made for a 
number of years, but owing to the well cleaned-up condition of 
the peach market on account of the short crops of the past three 
years, the country can well stand a heavy pack. The only

word of caution that we wish to give is, remember that quality 
counts; quantity is a great thing to talk about when trying to 
show people what a big factory you have and how you can do 
so much more than the other canners, but the one who packs 
the greatest quantity doesn’t make the greatest profit. Care 
and attention given to the quality that goes into the cans, as 
well as seeing that the proper quantity is put in each can, means 
a fair profit to the canner, and he can always find a market for 
his goods. 

We want to say one word right here, and that is that can- 
ners should discourage the installation of what are now called 
‘‘Home Canning Plants.’’ We understand throughout the 
South and Southwest several hundred of these plants have been 
sold; the manufacturers or agents going to the peach growers 
and telling them all kinds of fairy tales about the wondrous 
profit to be made out of canning peaches and selling them au 
outfit for, say $25 that they claim they can can 5,000 cans per day. 
And another at $32 of 10,000 cans per day, and for $100 a 


capacity of 30,000 cans per day. The grower, believing what is’ 
told him about the easy way of canning, that all he has to do is , 


to cut the fruit, put it in the can, cap it and cook it. This 
works a great injury to the canner; he is not only deprived of 
getting the fruit from his grower, but he has these goods 
offered in competition to his own at ridiculously low prices and 
on account of the lack of knowledge of how to handle and pre- 
pare the goods the quality is so poor that the consumer 1s dis- 
gusted, and it hurts the legitimate canner on all these points. 


Of course, these growers who have embarked in the canning 
business with these home-canning outfits will lose a lot of money 
and probably won’t want anything to do with canning or can- 
ning outfits for some years, but they will have a demoralizing 
effect on the market this season. Unless the legitimate canners 
have backbone enough to stick to their prices, which they 
know will give them a fair profit and inform brokers, wholesale 
grocers and jobbers, also retail grocers, just what kind of goods 
these are that are being offered tothem. The time is now ripe 
for the Southern packers of Georgia, Alabama, Arkansas and 
Texas, as well as a portion of Tennessee, to form an association 
and take steps to educate would-be canners as to the true condi- 
tion of affairs.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO ‘‘ THE TRADE.”’ 


— CHICAGO, ILL., June 24, 1908. 

her Man.—W¢e think we have the most versatile 
and of locality in these good old United States. 
When I last wrote you he was shuffling his cards with his back leaning 
against the Arctic circle, and now during this week he has changed his 
zone and is dealing out the weather game, while he sits astride the equator. 
From the extreme cold, running down almost to freezing point at times 
during nearly all of last week, the weather has changed this week to super- 
heated and the thermometer has hung around the 80 degree, 90 degree and 
95 degree mark night and day. Much suffering is the result in the over- 
crowded and hot spots of Chicago, and prostrations and deaths from the 
heat have been numerous’ This heat, however, has not brought a drought 
with it so far as the monotony of it has been broken by several good, heavy 
rains. Its good growing weather. . 

Heavy Bankruptcy.—One of the heaviest failures that has occurred 
for along time in the canned goods line has occurred this week. The 
Dunkley Company, of Kalamazoo, Michigan, operating five or six canneries 
located in the Southern Peninsula of Michigan, was put into involuntary 
bankruptcy by several banks which held its paper; this action was taken 
June 20th, 1908. 

The Dunkley Company was capitalized for ($250,000) two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars. 

No statement of liabilities and assets has been made public, but it is 
understood that the failure was attributable to an effort on the part of this 
concern to put a line of high-grade canned fruits on the market in connec- 
tion with canned vegetable specialties by means of specialty salesmen 
taking orders from retailers to be shipped through the jobbers. This is a 
very expensive method of introducing canned goods. It is also understood 
that many mistakes were made in their packing through not keeping close 
to the market, and through trying to pack and sell not what the people 
wanted, but what The Dunkley Company thought they ought to have and 
should buy and eat. The way to make money in the canned goods business 
seems to be, to give the people what they want and not to try to force the 
public appetite into reluctant and extravagant channels. 


I learn that among other goods The Dunkley Company carried over 


about 8,000 cases of gallon apples. They were at one time offered $3 25 for 
these apples (November last) and declined to sell. This goes to show that 
the time to feed chickens is when they are hungry. Much sympathy is felt 
among those who know the history of The Dunkley Company, however, 
for its misfortune. It has probably one of the most extens ve and perfectly 
equipped canneries in the world and was built as a model modern plant for 


preservation of pure foods. Its management has aimed and has strived to 
elevate the standards of merit in canned foods and has madea hard fight 
and commendable effort in that direction. It is hoped that the several 
banks which have put The Dunkley Company into bankruptcy will come 
to an agreement to enable its operation to be continued, but it is hardly 
expected that such will be the case. 

The Erie Preserving Co.—The public has had but little inform. 
ation about the appointment of a receiver for the Erie Preserving Co., of 
New York, recently, except to be shown some lists of goods and their prices 
which the receiver gave out on their holdings of canned goods. 

It is believed that the speculative packing and holding of heavy blocks 
of canned apples had much to do with the failure as it had with the 
heavy losses of other canners. nea rie 

Losses On Canned Apples.—Every cannery or jobbing house 
or bakery that has touched canned apples this year has lost money 
heavily. The people have not eaten pies. They must have eaten plain 
bread and butter—or possibly more cake than usual. Pie stuff all along 
the line, with one exception, red sour pitted cherries, has stared its owners 
in the face and refu to become active. This description of inactivity 
applies to rhubarb, blueberries, blacklerries, unpeeled peaches, peeled 
peaches, gooseberries, raspberries and strawberries. These goods in 
gallon cans, pie grades, have not moved into consumption and consider- 
able stocks will be carried over. Panics seem to be unfavorable to one 
the famed and exploited penchants of the people of this country, namely, 
pie eating. 

Futures.—Brokers state that the purchasing of futures in canned 
goods by the jobber has been and still is very small. Buyers state that the 
pressure to sell on the part of brokers is almost intolerable. Many packers 
are themselves running into the market to see what the trouble is and find 
that contracts are not forthcoming because the wholesale grocers have sold 
but about half the futures which they had sold up to this time last year and 
do not expect to sell more than about that proportion. In fact the goods 
bought by retail grocers last year are largely on hand yet, and have not 
been consumed and they will not pile up more goods on top of them. The 
severity of the economies which it has been necessary for the people to 
practice are not understood, for illustration many thousand iron workers 
and workers in similar employment have had no work for six months. 

The Market.—The market conditions are about as quoted last week. 
Standard Tomatoes are scarce and Indiana canners are immovable at 8oc., 
cannery. A few lots of Virginia alleged standards are being handled here 
purchased at 75c. f. 0. b. Virginia cannery. Gallons are without any ac- 
tivity. Apples which at this period should be moving rapidly are entirely 
asleep there being scarcely any demand. Salmon is selling pretty well and 
and prices are quite firm. Several of our large houses have taken a firm 
stand as to canned goods cases this season and are positively refusing to 
contract except for a better grades of cases. I will treat of this matter more 
fully next week. 

Pea Prospects.—The ceports coming in from Indiana and Michigan 
go to show that the quality of the crop is going to be very irregular and 
very short as to high grade peas while the poor qualities are going to be 
abundant. The wet and cold weather has created such an irregularity in 
the fields that grading is going to be very difficult. ‘“WRANGLER,”’ 


Commission Men Secure An Injunction Against 
Baltimore Canners. 


The following extracts, taken from the Baltimore American of June 
25, give the commission men’s side of this suit, the contention of the com- 
mission men being that the Baltimore packers have combined to regulate 
the amount of produce bought and the price to be paid for same. The 
packers’ side of the story is not told, vet 9 while we have no knowledge, 
except hearsay, that such a combination and agreement exists among the 
Baltimore packers, we must say that we could not blame them at all if 
they took such steps to protect their interests. 

The commission men have, we understand, an organization by which 
they control the payment of bills, and they print on the top of all their 
bills that unless this account is paid on a certain day of each week, the 
purchaser will be refused credit by all members of the Association. Fur- 
thermore, it is asserted that should a grower sell any goods -to a packer 
without transacting his business through the commission men, that 
grower will be listed and the commission men will refuse to handle his 
products. And it is further said that the packer buying from a grower 
direct will also be listed and he will be unable to obtain the requisite 
amount of goods he wants. 

Even if these conditions did not exist, the very fact that the commis- 
sion men have been accustomed in the past to trading on the weakness of 
the packer to run the price up on a fellow-packer and thus cause them to 
pay fictitious prices for produce, wou'd of itself be good cause for the 
packers getting together to stop this bidding up of the goods which they 
all must have. The very prices of 1907 that are quoted in the commission 
men’s bill of complaint show us that ridiculously high prices were paid 
for produce, and we think it was only the part of wisdom for the canners 
to get together. ; 

‘*The commission men decided to go to court for the purpose of smash- 
ing this alleged combine. Through Attorneys Isaac Lobe Straus and 
Wm. L. Rawls, they filed in the Circuit Court a lengthy bill of complaint. 
Attorneys Straus and Rawls went before Judge Gorter and secured his 
signature to a sweeping injunction restraining the packers from further 
depressing and controlling the market as to truck products, as alleged, 
allowing them, however, the privilege of moving to have the injunction 
rescinded, if such action is taken within five days after the filing of their 
answer. The injunction became effective upon the filing of a bond 
for $10,000.

‘Those who figure between the two forces in their fight are the growers 
and truckers throughout the country. It was related in the bill that the 
commission men are closely indentified with their interests, so closely, in 
fact, that between $500,000 and $600,000 is advanced yearly to them for 
the purpose of enabeling them to produce their crops. 


‘‘The bill submits, as a specimen of what the packers have accomplished 
by their alleged conspiracy, a few prices prevailing before and after. In 
1907, it is stated, prior to the forming of the alleged conspiracy, June peas 
sold from 60 cents to $1.05 per bushel; sugar peas from 40 to 70 cents per 
bushel; strawberries from 5 to 8 cents per quart box; string beans. from 70 
cents to $1.17 a bushel. This year, it is stated, since the forming of the 
alleged conspiracy, June peas have gone to 65 cents per bushel, regardless 
of quality; sugar peas are fixed at 50 cents a bushel, selling recently, how- 
ever, at 65 cents a bushel; strawberries, 4 cents a quart box, etc. 

‘*As to the specific charges, the bill says: 


‘That some of the defendants, the particular ones plaintiffs not being 
able to disclose, recently originated and entered into a plan or scheme 
whereby they unlawfully designed to compel all of said defendants to enter 
into a combination and conspiracy to unlawfully lower, depress, control 
and fix arbitrarily the prices of said commodities and to unlawfully govern 
and control the distribution of the same so as to stifle and destroy all com- 
petition among themselves in the purchase of said commodities and among 
the other defendants in this proceeding. That in furtherance of said 
conspiracy, in unlawful restraint of trade, the said defendants by coercive_ 
means and various methods of duress and unlawful intimidation succeeded 
in compelling the other defendants to enter said combination and conspiracy 
and that they are all now unlawfully pursuing and maintaining and intend 
to continue to unlawfully pursue and maintain said unlawful and illegal 
conspiracy and combination to extinguish and destroy competition in the 
purchase of said commodities, which but for said combination and con- 
spiracy would otherwise exist, and to control the market for the same and 
arbitrarily dictate the prices and distribution thereof, and by each and all 
of said acts did create and maintain a monopoly of said commodities; and 
the defendants are now unlawfully accomplishing said objects of said 
conspiracy and combination. 

“That the plaintiffs have lost by reason of said combination and con- 
spiracy the principal market for the said commodities of their consignors 
and principals, as they can now only sell the said products among the 
defendants at’ the low and ruinous prices and in the quantities arbitrarily 
and unlawfully fixed and dictated by said combination. That the said 


defendants have agreed that at no time whatsoever will they bid against or 
with each other in the purchase of said commodities, but will adhere to 
the prices fixed by said combination and that they will only buy in the 
quantities and in the manner prescribed by said combination. The said 
articles and products are perishable and from their nature must be sold 
promptly and in a quick market, and therefore the plaintiffs are all the 
more at the mercy of the combination. 


*‘The bill declares that the combination restrains trade and fixes prices 
as follows: 


“A committee is appointed by the defendants, the members of said com- 
bination, to represent said combination in the market and on wharves and 
at all places where said commodities are placed for sale in Baltimore city. 
That the defendants, all members of said combination, meet at noon each 
day and fix the prices to be paid for each of said commodities upon the 
following day and instruct and direct the said committee accordingly. 
That said prices are fixed at low and arbitrary figures without regard to 
the cost of production and without regard to the supply of or demand for 
said commodity and wholly shielded from all competition. That, further, 
the amount or quantity of each commodity which each of said defendants 
is to receive is fixed and determined by said combination and committee. 
That by various unlawful methods of duress and constraint and by coercive 
means said combination has been able to enforce its decrees and has abso- 
lutely prohibited and prevented and continues to prohibit and prevent 
anything in the nature of competition among the members thereof, the said 
defendants, and on bidding by said defendants against each other, and has 
tyrannically suppressed and controlled the market for said commodities in 
Baltimore city and vicinity.”’

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Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


Conditions are changing somewhat rapidly of late and there is no tell- 
ing what the market will resemble at the end of the packing season. 
Unfavorable weather makes some of the pleas for neglecting futures sound 
rather ironical, for there is nothing that knocks the wind out of the anti- 
futures crank more completely than a shortage of the pack. Still, the 
season is early yet. Tomatoes are apparently in good shape, not active, 
but quite firm, and that is ‘‘ going some,”’ in view of the unfavorable condi- 
tions with which they have had to contend since the 1907 season closed. 
Corn is also quiet, yet the firmness formerly noted grows more pronounced. 
Peas are very firm in Baltimore, and the interest shown is satisfactory. 
Futures in general are slow. Canned California fruits have sold well at 
the opening prices, which, as expected, are much lower than last year’s 
opening rates, In Baltimore new strawberries are firmer. Peaches are 
held there at easy prices and business in seconds and pies has been fair. 
New gooseberries are more plentiful at Baltimore. Canned salmcn of new 
Columbia River pack is in demand, but the capacity of packers is limited, 
and business is restricted accordingly. Red Alaska on spot is very firm 
and in steady demand. Domestic sardines are more active, but the fishing 
does not improve.—Merchants’ Review, 


Philadelphia. 


Now that the drought has been broken, the tomato market is not 
quite so strong, and more packers are willing to sell at previously quoted 
prices. The demand for both spot and future goods is quiet and no 
change in price can be recorded. Corn is unchanged and in fair demand. 
Some grades of Southern corn are firm. Sales of peas have been large, 
but prices are ruling on a very low level. As compared with last year’s 
prices, the present range shows a remarkable slump, particularly to holders 
who still have old peas on hand. Apples are about unchanged from last 
week and in fair request. California canned goods on spot are dull and 
practically all holders have reduced their prices to somewhere near figures 
named on future goods, There has been a good future business done at 


the prices named last Monday. There has been no change in the small 
Baltimore line of canned goods, the packing of which is proceeding 
uneventfully.—Gvrocery World. 

Chicago. 

The trade have been giving most thought this week to the new prices 
on Columbia River chinook salmon and to new pack California canned 
fruits. The wholesalers eagerly snapped up the offerings of Columbia 
River salmon, knowing the pack will be short, while the prices show no 
advance over last year, as was expected, being, in fact, the same as last 
season’s opening prices. California canned fruits are lower, prices varying 
more or less on the different grades and varieties. Some of the prices are 
considerably lower by comparison with the opening on the 1907 Calfcrnia 
canned fruit list. Tomatoes are firm, with a firm feeling on futures, owing 
to discouraging reports from Indiana and other States. Corn is very firm 
for spot and future, the coming pack promising to be small. Some of the 
reports on peas, too, are discouraging, but it is early yet to say anything 
definite about the size of the pack. Canned fish of all descriptions is firm 
and the demand very satisfactory. Salmon is in better demand for con- 
sumption.—G?ocers’ Criterion. 

St. Louis. 

This has been a week of sudden changes in the amount of business 
which has been passing through the wholesale houses. Early in the period 
there was a rush of orders for immediete shipment, while at the close of 
the week business going outside of the city was very quiet and confined 
mostly to straggling fill-in orders. The floods throughout the Mississippi 
Valley and the Southwest are beginning to be felt, and it is likely that 
there will be some curtailment of the liberal buying which seemed assured 
a couple of weeks ago. Changes in prices are not great, but there is some 


increase in the buying of goods for future delivery. Tomatoes lead the 


‘‘ Big Three ’’ line as the best seller, with a better demand for spot goods 
at about goc. for good standards, and some orders just now beginning to 
come in for futures, both from the city and country buyers. There are 
less statistics floating around these days regarding acreage ard crop con- 
ditions than usual, and it seems as though the retailers are beginning to 
think it is time to put in at least a few orders. The jobbers have been 
small buyers of futures and are only now beginning to sit up and take 
notice when offerings come in. There is a fair demand here for peas. 
None of the new packing is on the market as yet, but both jobbers and 
retailers are beginning to nose around to see what can be done in the line 
of prices. Early Junes of last year seem to be scarce, and none can be

London, England. 

Salmon.—An improved and good demand is reported from the country. 
There is consequently rather more inquiry on the market, and what busi- 
ness has been done is at extremely firm prices. There is no doubt that any 
change in prices is likely to be upwards. The Prometheus has brought 
2,330 cases. Lobsters are unaltered. Sardines are a quiet market, but the 
tone remains steady. Reports of the fishing in France state that results so 
far are anythiug but satisfactory. Recent arrivals include the Lusitania 
with 1,905 cases, the Araguayo with 836 cases and the E'dorado with 1,343 
cases, the last named to Hull. Fruits are meeting with more inquiry and 
the market maintains a steady tone. Pineapples are going well into con- 


sumption, but there is no change to note in values. The Prometheus has, 


arrived with 1,638 cases, the Pera with 5,772 cases and the Monmouthshire 
with 500 cases pineapples. 


Liverpool, England. 
Salmon.—Demand during the week has been fairly good, with a 
. strong inquiry for half-pound and one-pound flats of best quality. Alaska 
steady at last reported prices. Sardines steady, but with very little offer- 
ing. Fruits continue in demand, with large inquiries for apricots and 


pears, the former particularly for forward delivery. Pineapples.— Market 
firm. Quotations for cubes and some sizes of chunks have advanced.

A Canner for Vice-President. 


A Leading New York State Canner the Running Mate of Mr. 
Taft—Prominent in the Industry— 
A Long, Noteworthy Career. 


Even the most consistent politician must have been ~sur* 
prised at the immense vote polled for the running mate of Mr. 
Taft—for the Vice-President to be Mr. James S. Sherman; but

Mr. Sherman has been a staunch friend of the 
industry during his many terms in Congress and none proved 
him more so than during the debates on the Pure Food Bill, 
which he helped to become a law.

political sentiments may.be, will join with us in wishing Mr. 
Sherman every possible success. 
We take from the press dispatches an account of the career 


of this ‘‘ favored son of the industry,’’ knowing our readers will 
peruse it with interest: 


James Schoolcraft Sherman was born in Utica, N. Y., 
October 24, 1855. He received an academic and college educa- 
tion, graduating from Hamilton College in the class of 1878. 
In 1880 he was admitted to the bar, becoming a member of the 
firm of Cookingham & Sherman. In March, 1884, he was 
elected Mayor of Utica, then a Democratic city, with a substan- 
tial majority of votes. In 1895 he was chosen temporary chair- 


man to preside over the deliberations of the Republican Conven- 
tion at Saratoga. 


Mr. Sherman is an orator of no mean ability, and during his 
political career he has been chosen on many state and historic 
o2casions to deliver addresses. In this manner he enhanced his 
popularity to the point where he thought he could venture to 
enter the Congressional race. He was elected to the Fiftieth, 
Fifty-first and Fifty-third Congresses and re-elected to the 
Fifty fourth Congress as a Republican, receiving 22,510 votes, 
against 16.269 for John D. Henderson, the Democratic candidate. 
The two other tickets in the field drew 1,006 votes for W. F. F. 
Curtis, the Probibition candidate, and 735 for the Populist can- 
didate. He was again elected to the Fifty-fifth, Fifty-sixth, 
Fifty-seventh, Fifty-eighth, Fifty-ninth and Sixtieth Congresses. 

Mr. Sherman is a man of affairs and one of some moment 
in the business history of New York State. He is head of the 
Utica Trust Company and president of the New Hartford Can- 
ning Company. A few years ago there was a combination of 
all the ice companies of Utica under one head and the pool of 
interests was headed by Mr. Sherman. In addition to those 


enterprises, he is a member of the directorate of half a dozen 


banks and trust companies and is rated as the richest man 
in Utica.

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It has long been said that Mr. Sherman was one of the 
trusted lieutenants of Senator Platt, and he has been through 
many hard-fought political battles, in all of which he showed 
his skill as a politician. 

Mr. Sherman has always taken a keen interest in national 
politics, and his prediction, made some time ago, showed his 
insight into the situation. In Albany he gave out an interview 
in which he predicted the nomination of Taft on the first ballot, 
and prophesied that either Dolliver or Fairbanks would be 
chosen for second place. 

Representative Sherman is chairman of the Republican 
Congressional Committee of his district, and his hand has been 
felt more than once in the New York political situation when 
affairs bade fair to become precarious. 

In 1899 Mr. Sherman aspired to become Speaker of the 
House of Representaiives. He made frequent trips to New 
York City and held long conferences with Senator Platt and 
other highly influential politicians. The Western delegations 
in the House planned to beat Sherman. New England was 
carefully pooled and showed its strength for Mr. Moody, of 
Massachusetts. Senator Quay, of Pennsylvania, held his State 
aloof, not declaring for any candidate. 

There was a lull in Mr. Sherman’s political life for a time 
following that. When the picking of candidates for the present 
Presidential campaign was begun, Mr. Sherman’s name was 
mentioned in connection with the Vice-Presidency. 

In May Mr. Sherman went to Washington, and upon his 
return home he gave this statement to the newspaper corre- 
spondents: + 

‘The Constitution, wisely, in my judgment, provides that 
the President and Vice-President must not be residents of the 
same State. New York has a candidate for President in the 
person of Governor Hughes. His candidacy has met so far 
with popular approval throughout the State, and from the mo- 


ment Mr. Roosevelt was eliminated as a possibility for the place 
I have heartily indorsed the candidacy of Governor Hughes 
myself. We must go to Chicago determined to exert our best 
efforts to nominate Governor Hughes.’’ 

But the efforts availed nothing. 

Mr. Sherman and ‘‘Tim’’ Woodruff have been closely 
allied recently in their political careers. Mr. Woodruff jour- 
neyed all the way to Utica last March to prevail upon Mr. 
Sherman to act as chairman of the Republican State Convention. 

In 1901 when exposures were made relative to brutal hazing 
at the Naval Academy at Annapolis, Md.,Representative Sherman 
introduced a resolution providing for a Congressional investiga- 
tion of affairs at the Academy. Mr. Sherman went quite deeply 
into the affair. He secured interviews with ex-students at the 
Academy, and his speeches said that he had been informed haz- 
ing was carried on even more extensively at Annapolis than it 
was at West Point. Ultimately came the Congressional investi- 
gation with the subsequent exposures. 

Mr. Sherman has been on quite friendly terms with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for a number of years and frequently called upon 
him, both in Washington and at Sagamore Hill. 

Another bill which Mr. Sherman introduced in the House 
was the Sherman Anti-Scalpers’ Bill, being an act to provide 
against the practice of ticket-scalping. Among the provisions of 
this bill was one that required railroads to refund to passengers 
money for unused portions of tickets. The proposed bill was 
one of benefit both to the public and the railroads. 


Future Prices in Canada. 


Recently the Canadian Canners, Ltd., announced prices on 
fruits and vegetables, and as with their brothers on this side of 
the States, these prices are much below last year. The Canadian 
Grocer, speaking editorially, says of them:

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With the somewhat peculiar conditions existing in the can- 
ning industry in Canada at present, the new prices for 1908 pack 
goods, which have been expected from the Canadian canners for 
several weeks, were awaited with a good deal of interest, and in 
certain quarters even some anxiety has been manifest. 

It was practically certain that with the prospects for excel- 
lent crops in all lines of fruits and vegetables, considerable 
reduction would be made, and this would be verified when the 
new prices came to the trade by means of an advance sheet early 
in the week. Peas at 75c., with the oli price 92%c., corn at 
85c., old price 9734c., and tomatoes g5c., old price $1.27%, 
furnish an idea of the amount of the drop, and this is practically 
general throughout vegetables, and, with a few exceptions, 
in fruits. 

Considering the prospects for bumper crops, large pack and 
consequent large business, the prices on most lines seem to be 
fair and about what was expected. Tomatoes, without doubt, 
furnish the greatest surprise. Taking into account the 10 per 
cent. trade discount and the freight charges which must be paid 
by the packer, the price is low, and members of the trade express 
the idea that very little, if any, money will be made on these 
goods at this price. 

When it is considered that a large part of the pack of the 
independent canners is tomatoes, this price is regarded in some 
quarters as a direct slap at the independents. What course they 
will take as a result is a matter of interesting inquiry. 

While the curiosity of the trade is satisfied to some extent 
by the announcement of the new prices, there yet remains an 
element of interest as to how the situation will work out. It is 
said that large stocks of last year’s pack are still held in different 
parts of Canada. The canners will have to provide for covering 
the difference in prices, and this will be no inconsiderable item. 

The situation at present presents opportunities for manipu- 
lation which might put the industry in a peculiar position so far 


as the canners are concerned. It is scarcely likely that these will 
be taken advantage of, but there is the possibility just the same. 

In the meantime, the retail trade, and, in most cases, also, 
the jobbers, looks on and bides its time. So far as can be learned, 
little buying has as yet been done on the new bas’s. 


CALIFORNIA MARKET. 


Market Conditions—Outlook on Spot and Future Goods—News 
Interests of the West--Reported by Special Correspondent. 

Although the canning season in California is just commenc- 
ing, there is less of an air of uncertainty among canners iv gen- 
eral than is usually the case a month or two later than this. 
They have weighed conditions carefully, figured on the size of 
the fruit crop and already have determined upon a course cf 
action in regard to the attitude toward growers. For the past 
two seasons the prices of green fruits have been very high, so 
high, in fact, that canners in their zeal to keep up the popularity 
of their brands and to supply the demands have made but a 
nominal profit on the high-grade goods, notwithstanding the 
high prices asked for the canned article. Now, however, they 
feel that the financial conditions of the country are such that 
there will be a very limited market for canned goods of any kind 
if they are high priced, and so have decided to either hold the 
prices down or limit their output. Most of the canners operat- 
ing on fruits on the Coast have already announced their prices, 
and in every instance, they are lower. This is especially notice- 
able in apricots, and ‘‘extras’’ are in some cases quoted as much 
as goc. per case lower. With the exception of prunes, the crop 
of fruits in California will be much heavier this season than last, 
but first-class canning fruit will be limited in quantity because 
of the fact that growers have been negligent in the matter of 
thinning and the bulk of the crop will run to small sizes. Owing

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to the difficulty of obtraining ready money, many of the small 
canneries will not be operated, and this will further assist toward 
making a lighter pack for canners and throwing a greater portion 
of the crop into the dried fruit market. 

C. H. Bentley, sales manager of the California Fruit Can- 
ners Association, in speaking of the policy of the firm which he 
represents, says: ‘‘As far as we are concerned, we desire that 
growers receive all the profits possible out of their crops, but in 
the light of present conditions, do not see fit to continue the high 
prices that have prevailed during the past two years, and for 
which many growers are now holding back their crops. At the 


present time there are acres of fine cherries spoiling because of 


the fact that owners are holding off for exorbitant prices. Our 
canneries are handling all that are being offered at our prices, 
and the pack will be ample to fill the demand, even at the low 
rate we quote. The same circumstances will, no doubt, be 
repeated with the peach crop, for the abnormal prices of recent 
years have given growers lofty ideas. Our idea is to place the 
price of our products as low as possible this season in the hopes 
of stimulating the demand to such an extent that the bulk of 
this years enormous crop may be worked off without any great 
surplus remaining.’’

The prices recently issued by the Central California Can- 
neries are substantially the same as the above and it is announc- 
ed that the list is to be revised to make it exactly the same. 

Reports from the salmon canners who have attempted to 
operate on the Columbia river this season indicate that the pack 
there will be the smallest ever known since the commencement 
of the industry. The prices as named recently are the same as 
those of last year namely; $1.75 for flats; $1.65 for talls and 
$1.05 for halves. 

Prices for Alaska Red Salmon have not been named as yet 
but according to the opinions of local jobbers there is but little 
likelihood that the figures will be less than $1.20. Joseph Dur- 
ney of the Griffith-Durney Co. has been making a close study 
of conditions in this market and states that at no previous time 
in the past ten years have jobbers and grocers generally, been 
carrying as light a stock of Alaska Reds as at the present time 
and doubts if there is a large enough supply now on hand to 
supply the normal demand until August when the new pack will

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Our recent suggestion regarding the publication of Canners’ 
( Manufacturers’ ) prices to the retailer struck a responsive chord 
in all interested parties. It must not rest there—it must bear 
good fruit. 


The sudden sickness of Mr. James S. Sherman, the Vice- 
Presidential nominee on the ticket with Mr. Taft, is a sad blow, 
and the entire industry will wish for his speedy and complete 
recovery. 


The peach crop of Georgia is overflowing the country; and 
it is the common remark, ‘‘ Never were such fine peaches so 
cheap.’’ But these are merely the first, early varieties, which, 
however, always yield abundantly. 


It would seem from the correspondence of the canners 
themselves that any cut that is noticeable in the acreage or 
probable yield was done by nature or the weather and not by 
the canners. Wecan only be thankful that Nature takes such 
good care of this favored industry. 


We are informed that Utica, N. Y., the home of Mr. James 
S. Sherman, was bedecked with flags and bunting from one end 
to the othér in honor of his return from the Convention, where 
he was nominated, and that the picture of their favorite son was 
to be seen on every side. But they are not more proud of him 
than is the canning industry. 


The enforcement of the Pure Food Law seems to be giving 
many occasions for serious thought, and we cannot help think 
it is about time. The Law is now a year and a half old, aud 


there should be no excuse for any canner not being familiar 
with it. 

The requirements in regard to the label seem to have been 
made, or rather, are rapidly making one notable change in the 
sentiment of the industry. We refer to the demand on the part 
of the canner to have his name on every can of goods he puts 


up. This sentiment is growing with wonderful rapidity—and 
may it increase to an absolute demand. It lies with the 
individual. 


In response to a repeated request, we have drawn up a set 
of directions, which, however, are merely offered as suggestive, 
but upon which we feel too much consideration cannot be 
devoted. They will at least furnish ‘‘ food for thought’’ and 
incentive for action, and we submit them in this way: ‘ 


SOME PURE FOOD DON’TS. 

In order to keep the Pure Food Law well in front of all 
canners, so that they will not be caught in ignorance of the law 
and it’s requirements, we give here a few general pointers, as 
it were, covering the most likely occasions of falls. These are 
not all; but some worth remembering. 

Don’t—use rotten or decaying stuff for canning. 

Don’t—use fillers, sacharine or bleaches. 

Don’t—put sugar in peas without saying so on the label. 

Don’t—put sugar in corn without saying so on the label. 

Don’t—use colors, unless they are certified and their use is 
stated on the label. 

Don’t—be alarmed about your label, all the law asks is 
TRUTH. 

Don’t—use a fictitious name on the label. 

Don’t—label goods packed in water ‘‘in syrup’’. 

Don’t—call Kiefer, ‘‘Bartlett’’ pears. 

Don’t—say ‘‘pork and beans’’ if there is no pork in them. 

Don’t—claim a higher degree of syrup than used. 

Don’t—run a jobbers label on your goods unless it reads 
‘‘packed for’’, ‘‘distributed by’’ or ‘‘distributors’’. 

Don’t—forget you are putting up food for human beings. 

Don’t—forget an inspector may drop in at any moment to 
see what kind of stuff is being canned, and to ex- 
amine into the sanitary conditions. 

Don’t—forget that sanitary conditions count. 

Don’t—have stagnant pools of slop and water about the 
factory. 

Don’t—have heaps of refuse rotting at the door to polute 
the whole air of the neighborhood. 

Don’t—have the floors deep with spilled tomatoes, fruits, etc. 

Don't—pile tomato skins and cores on the floor, like gar- 
bage, before running through the pulper. 

Don’t—be content with having the floors, tables, machin- 
ery, etc., clean after working hours. It is during 
working hours that counts. 

Don’t—be satisfied with washing out everything after work 
—and have the factory sloppy and dirty during the 
work. 

Don’t—be afraid of plenty of air and light, and whitewash 
(at least) on walls and ceiling. 

Don’t—fail to have sanitary, clean closets, located away 
from the peeling shed or canning room. 

Don’t—fail to have wash troughs for the workers—and 
towels. 

Don’t—be afraid to make all use them. 

Don’t—employ hands suffering with tuberculosis—consump- 
tion. . 

Don’t—allow anyone to work with running sores on the 
hands. 

Don’t—think the law is not being enforced. There are 


possibly 100 inspectors, scattered all over the Coun- 
try to catch you. 


“ 
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Don’t—think because they have been lenient in the past, 
they will be so in the future. They won’t. 
Don’t—think the law is oppressive; it is the best thing that 
ever happened for you and the business. 
And let us add one more piece of advice: though it may not be 
stated in the law—FILL YOUR CANS, or to continue the 
above form 
Don’t—pack ‘‘slack filled’’ goods. 
If this is not based on the Pure Food Law, it is based on the law 
of good business. 


New Y ork Market 


Peported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw YorK, June 24.—Features in canned goods have not 
been numerous the past week. Sales have been made in a 
desultory sort of way, but aside from the ordinary routine of 
daily buying, little or nothing has been done. Nearly all buyers 
are more or less indifferent so far as actual sales are concerned, 
but there has been more inquiry and the outlook promises a 
stronger situation in some lines, due to crop conditions. Some 
holders are of the opinion that sales are in relatively smaller 
lots than previously, but that there are more lots sold, the whole 
making a combination which is reasonably satisfactory, but 
which does not add materially to the volume of trade. 

Tomatoes.—Notwithstanding the fact that the season for 
packing new tomatoes will open shortly, old pack are held with 
more confidence and the goods are firmer on the basis of 75c.. 
regular terms, f. o. b. factory. Some sellers quote 77%c., 


though no important sales have been made at that figure. 
Ordinary and fair standards are offered at 70c. to 72%c., regular 
terms, f. o. b. factory. Standard 2s are quoted at 55c., regular 
f. 0. b. factory. Gallons are held at $2.00 f. 0. b. factory. Not 
much business is done in the last two varieties, though a shade 
more inquiry has developed during the past day or two. Futures 
are offered on the same basis as spot goods, 75c., regular terms, 
f. o. b. factory, with some holders asking 77%4c., regular f. o. b. 
factory. Bids on round lots are a shade below quotations, but 
these offers are not accepted by packers. In fact, they attract 
little attention. Prospects for the coming pack are reported 
goed from all directions. 

Peas.—A shade more interest has developed and it is stated 
that a good deal of stock for local and nearby account has been 
bought at opening prices for Southern pack in standard and fine 
sifted grades. Early June seconds attract no attention at 62%c. 
In fact, this figure has been refused forthem. Standard early 
Junes are quoted at 7oc. f. o. b. factory. Extra standards are 
held at 80c., regular f. o. b. factory. The demand at present 
seems to be chiefly for cheaper grades. 

Beans.—A little more buying for new strings is reported, 
with Southern 2s held at 52%c. and No. 3s at 75c , f. o. b. fac- 
tory. Gallon green are quoted at $2.15 and white at $2.00 a 
dozen. Business is a shade better, but demand is principally 
for small lots. 

Corn.—The market is dull, with no effort made to sell and 
some easiness noted on all grades. The best stock is rather 
easier than the lower grades. 

Asparagus.—Stock is freely offered, with new pack arriving 
for delivery on the basis of opening quotations.

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Fruits.—Representatives of California packers report a 
better interest for future delivery in the general list. Buying is 
not active and business to date is smaller than last year in the 
same period. A good deal of stock has been carried over from 
last season and buyers are disposed to go cautiously. The feel- 
ing in the market is that no hurry is necessary, and the anxiety 
of packers may force concessions if buyers hold off long enough. 
A little booking of apricots, peaches and pears has been done 
during the past two or three days at the opening basis. 

Peaches.—Southern pack is quiet, with sales of unpeeled 
pies for local account made at 75c. f. o. b. factory. Gallon pies 
are offered at $2.25, delivered. Standard yellow 3s are offered 
at $1.40 here, and all whites can be had at $1.30 f. o. b. factory. 

Blackberries. — Gallons can be had at $3.50 f. 0. b. factory. 

Blueberries. — Gallons are quoted at $5.40 f. o. b. factory, 
and stocks are said to be rather low. 


Gooseberries.—Gallons are quoted at $4.50, delivered, but . 


business is only moderate at best, and in most instances, quiet. 

Strawberries.—A shade more request has been ncted for 
gallons, but other grades have remained quiet, though the short 
pack in and about Raltimore is beginning to attract attention. 

Pineapples.—The market is steady, but is not active in any 
quarter. Conditions are quite satisfactory, however, and hold- 
ers are not attempting to force the market. 

Apples.—Ordinary grade gallons are quoted at $1.80, deliv- 
ered. Even at this figure buyers are not taking hold. Michigan 
futures are neglected. 

Salmon.—Spot red Alaska is firm, with sales in a jobbing 
way at $1.42% to $1.45 here. A moderate interest only is 
reported, with the closing sales at firm prices. A light offering 
of medium red and pink grades is reported, with sales of the 
latter made at 87%c. f. 0. b. here. A little more buying has been 
done here. Chinook is firm as quoted. Some business has been 
done at opening quotations, with freight added, delivered. 


Sardines.—The market is firm and unchanged. Domestic 
stock is offered at quotations when packed. Reports from 
France indicate a short output there, with the market firmer as 
a result. HvupDson. 


MARKED DECLINE IN SHIPMENTS FROM THE UNITED STATES. 


Consul John L. Griffiths, of Liverpool, in reporting that 
there has been a decided falling off in the importation of canned 
fruits from the United States into England during the last two 
years, gives the following particulars: 

The shipment of apricots, pears and peaches in 1906, for 
example, aggregated 273,000 cases, while in 1907 only 161,000 
cases were imported. This great deficiency naturally increased 
prices and lessened the demand. The unfavorable weather 
conditions in the United States for fruit growing in 1907 partially 
accounted for the decreased shipments. As the importation of 
apricois and peaches from the United States declined, there was 
a proportionate increase in the shipments from Spain and 
Portugal, where the fruit was of excellent quality. No pears, 
however, are shipped from these last-named countries to 
England. 

During the past four years the prices of California canned 
fruit have advanced about 25 percent. This has resulted in the 
extension of the fruit trade between England and Spain and 
Italy, which countries have the advantage of the United States 
in the item of cheap labor. 

ITALIAN TOMATOES SUPPLANTING AMERICAN. 

Tomatoes are imported in increasing quantities each year 
from Italy. The quality of these tomatoes is stated to be good 
and the prices low. Large quantities of canned tomatoes are also 
shipped now each season from Italy to the Eastern part of the

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United States, and the American shipments to this market aye 
much smaller than formerly. It is suggested by one of the 
leading importers in Liverpool that the American tomatoes are 
frequently packed before they are fully ripe, and that this prac- 
tice renders them undesirable for use. The Italian tomatoes are 
carefully selected, and are only packed after they have attained 
a ripe and rich color. If the American packers desire to increase 
their shipments of tomatoes to this country, they must exercise 


the greatest care in their selection and preparation for the 
English market. 


Canned apples are being imported in increased quantities 
from Canada and are sold at successfully competitive prices with 
American apples. California apples packed in cases seem to 
improve each year, and the English demand for them is increas- 
ing, owing to the fine condition of the fruit and the excellent 
manner of packing. Last year the sales of California apples in 
this country exceeded the sales of any previous year, and the 
testimony of all the fruit importers in Liverpool is that these 
apples are almest invariably fairly and properly graded, that the 
smaller apples are packed separately, and that the cases are so 
branded that the markings indicate the quality of the fruit. 
There is no doubt that if greater care were shown in the selec- 
tion, grading and packing of American fruits, there would be a 
gratifying increase in the English demand.
